AGAWAM — The city council 
last week voted on four out of nine 
sewer abatement, redetermination, 
extension or deferral requests, de- 
nying three and approving one. 
The other five requests remain on 
the council table to be discussed 
at its next meeting, scheduled for 


Tuesday, April 17. 

According to a Jan. 30 letter 
from the treasurer-collector’s of- 
fice, which was sent to Joseph A. 
and Mary Ann Czerpak of 636 
South Westfield St., the city coun- 
cil had recently voted the sewer as- 
sessments for the Southwest Area 
Phase I sewer. The actual sewer 
assessments were issued when the 
project was available for sewer 


Local history 
on display 


Museum to celebrate 10th anniversary

t still looks like a simple fire- 

house, though it’s anything but. 
The Agawam Historical & Fire 
House Museum, located on Elm 
Street, which features artifacts 
and collectibles from not only the 
history of the Agawam Fire De- 
partment, but also collections de- 
picting early life in Agawam, will 
open for the season on Sunday, 
April 15. 

Originally built in 1918 as Aga- 
wam Fire Station No. 3, the build- 
ing was decommissioned as a fire 
station when the new building was 
built on Main Street. It opened 
as a museum on Memorial Day, 
May 27, 2002. Though the build- 
ing itself is still a town-owned 
building, the Agawam Historical 
Association now manages it, said 
Anne Liptak, archivist for the as- 
sociation and chair of its current 
Native American 
exhibit. 

Downstairs in 
the former fire 
apparatus garage 
bay is a collec- 
tion of Agawam 
Fire memorabil- 
ia. The museum 


also provides 
for the proper 
storage, preser- 


vation and pub- 
lic display of 
historic artifacts 
and documents 
associated with 
Agawam and 
Feeding Hills. 

Now on dis- 
play upstairs are artifacts centered 
on the history and life of Native 
Americans in Agawam. 

“There is a tremendous interest 
in Native Americans,’ said Robert 
Magovern, a local historian whose 
family has lived in town since the 
1600s. 

The Agawams 

According to information Ma- 
govern provided, “Agawam” is 
a Native American word derived 
from “Algonkinagqu,’ low (land) 
and “wame” (whole or wholly). It 
describes a place, the level of which 
is lower than the surrounding land. 


The Agawam tribe of Indians was 
a branch of the Pocomtock confed- 
eration, the headquarters of which 
were at Deerfield. 

Close to the Connecticut state 
border, the tribe seems to have 
had two principle villages: one at 
Agawam, the other at what is now 
Congamond. 

“This was really a hub for a lot 
of early Indian activities right here 
in the Agawam area,” said Magov- 
ern. 

Historical displays 

The collection of artifacts now 
on display at the museum was put 
together by Alice Smith, a member 
of the historical association whom 
Liptak said has “thoughtful, won- 
derful ideas” about what to feature. 
Included this time around is pot- 
tery (the area boasts “exceptional 
clay,” said Magovern); a simulated 
illustration of the process the In- 
dians used to make baskets; a col- 
lection of arrowheads; various ani- 
mals native to the 
area, including a 
red fox, squirrel, 
fisher cat, coyote, 
and mink; deer 
and black bear 
pelts, and more. 

The animals 
were provided 
by Dale Boglisch 
of Feeding Hills, 
said Liptak. 

Everything fea- 
tured in the ex- 
hibit is to show- 
case the history 
of the town and 
“how things were

she said. 

“We have 
such a rich history in Agawam and 
Feeding Hills, but people are not 
aware of it,’ she said. 

Magovern agreed. “You have to 
understand the roots of the com- 
munity to take pride in that com- 
munity,” he said. “We’re not here 
by accident. We’re here because of 
the generations before us. We have 
to honor those generations.” 

Previous exhibits at the museum 
have included Magovern’s camera 
collection as well as a hat collec- 
tion, Agawam gin and more.

connection and use. 

At its April 2 meeting, Agawam 
City Council voted 10 against and 
one abstaining on two applications 
for redetermination of sewer bet- 
terments assessed to Joseph and 
Mary Ann Czerpak for property on 
South Westfield Street in Feeding 
Hills. Councilor Paul C. Cavallo 
abstained from both votes. 

According to Robert Rossi, 


chairman of the administrative 
subcommittee to whom the abate- 
ments were referred, the subcom- 
mittee voted 5-0 to deny the two 
requests submitted by the Czer- 
paks because at the time of the 
original assessment, there were 
no approved subdivision plans on 
record. 

According to council docu- 
ments, Joseph A. and Mary Ann 


Czerpak were assessed $9,364 and 
$14,046 for two parcels on South 
Westfield Street. They argued 
that the number of potential units 
on developed or underdeveloped 
property determined to be abutting 
the sewer is less than what was as- 
sessed. 

Their first redetermination re- 
quest, for the $9,364 assessment,

Agawam resident elected to Buglers Hall of Fame

nyone involved with music in 

Agawam has likely had some 
kind of interaction with Darcy B. 
Davis Jr. in the past. 

A resident of Agawam since 
1955, Davis, 85, spent 35 years as 
a music educator in town before 
his retirement in 1990. Today, over 
seven decades after he started his 
musical career as a drummer with 
the Royal Blue Pioneer Boy Scout 
Drum Corps in North Adams, Da- 
vis is being honored with election 
into the Buglers Hall of Fame. 

Davis’s drum corps experience 
began in 1938 at age 12 with the 
Boy Scout drum corps. Following 
that, he continued with the VFW 
Jr. corps. During high school, 
after listening to Harry James 
records, he was inspired to take 
trumpet lessons and participated 
in the band and swing band. 

“I said, “Dad, I have to learn to 


play the trumpet,’ Davis recalled. 
He took lessons and switched to 
the bugle. 

In 1944, he joined the Army 
Air Corps, where he became the 
battalion bugler during pre-cadet 
training at Massachusetts State 
College. He was 
asked to start a band 
with the cadets and 
became its director, 
he said. 

After the war, he 
returned home to 
North Adams where 
he became instruc- 
tor of the newly 
formed Berkshire 


band, jazz group, glee club and 
the Berkshire Symphony Orches- 
tra.

Author lalk event features Dan Loubier

hen in doubt, write about what you 

know. That advice was what helped 
Agawam High School alum Dan Loubier 
write Dead Summit, his first novel about 
mountain climbing...and zombies. 

“The use of nature was really a product of 
my own passion for the outdoors. I’ve spent 
many a week sleeping inside a tent, under 
the stars in the White Mountains of New 
Hampshire,” said Loubier about the hor- 
ror genre tale. “I stayed within my comfort 
zone, researched what I didn’t know and just 
tried to tell the best story I could.” 

Shortly after the book was published last 
October by AuthorMike Dark Ink, Loubier 
traveled to Rock and Shock, Worcester’s an- 
nual horror convention that features semi- 
nars, meet and greets plus music acts like 
Alice Cooper, where he had the opportunity 
to connect with hordes of horror fans. 

“The fact that people want to read it is 
unbelievably rewarding. It’s hard to ex- 
plain the feeling when someone who doesn’t 
know you buys your book on blind faith that 
it will be good. Quite simply, it’s amazing. 
It’s also inspired me to write more,’ said the 
1997 AHS graduate who now lives in Mil- 
ford, Conn., with his wife and son. 

After Dead Summit was published, Lou- 
bier got in contact with Boston’s Open Cas- 
ket Press. So far, he’s written three short 
stories for their horror anthologies. 

“I began writing a story and, two days lat- 
er, I submitted it. A day after that, they called 
me to personally congratulate me that they’d 
accepted my story into the anthology. Since 
then, they’ve contacted me on multiple oc- 
casions, asking for more submissions,” he 
said. 

Loubier shared that it’s both flattering and 
humbling to have the opportunity to work 
with a company that allows him to write 


comically themed-short stories about zom- 
bies at Christmas, mutants in the Caribbean 
and garden gnome zombies. 

The writers who inspire him are Jonathan 
Maberry, Edgar Allan Poe, Stephen King, 
Michael Crichton and Michael Connelly. 

As a husband, father and IT consulting and 
research firm employee, much of Loubier’s 
Spare time is spent writing. He is working 
on his next book, a biography of the actress 
Eileen Dietz, for Author Mike Dark Ink. 

“While she’s played small parts in lots of 
TV shows, stage productions and in film, 
she’s mostly known for her work in The Ex- 
orcist as the double for Linda Blair because 
she wasn’t old enough to perform certain 
scenes,” he said. 

When word of Deitz’s participation in the 
film got out, it caused a media firestorm that 
some say led to Blair losing the Oscar that 
year to Tatum O’ Neil. 

“This controversy has followed her up to 
today, although it’s not nearly as bad as it 
was almost 40 years ago. This book is her 
chance to finally tell her side of the story. It’s 
not a finger-pointing exercise, not a tell-all; 
it’s simply her explanation of events that oc- 
curred. On top of that, she’s truly had a fas- 
cinating life and career and I can’t wait for 
people to read it.” 

Loubier is excited to be part of something 
that’s connected to one of the most influ- 
ential horror films of all time. He is hope- 
ful that the biography will be ready to hit 
shelves around Christmas, in anticipation of 
the film’s 40th anniversary. 

“Eileen’s done quite a bit of work through- 
out the years, but the Exorcist material is re- 
ally what’s going to help sell the book - on- 
line, in stores as well as at conventions.” 

Later this spring, Loubier will take his 
first book to Parsippany, N.J. for a horror 
convention called Chiller. 

“Tm hoping to stay within the Northeast. 
There are some conventions that run in Phil-

Scratching the 


surface on a flawed 
aid formula 


recent analysis conducted by the New 

England Center for Investigative Re- 
porting has not surprisingly revealed con- 
tinued decreases in the way unrestricted 
state municipal aid is disbursed throughout 
the state, and how many of our immediate 
local towns are on the losing end of a very 
short stick. 

Throughout our region, the report noted 
that all of our local towns have seen state 
lottery distributions dwindle for at least the 
past three fiscal years by tens of thousands 
of dollars annually in each community, if 
not more. Local towns solely rely on keno 
and lottery sales to fund most of the rev- 
enues needed to cover annual local deficits 
in police, fire, education and other munici- 
pal budgets. However, when our state lead- 
ers allow financial spending abuses to go 
unchecked or continue to be applied with a 
liberal brush, one has to question their top 
priorities. 

One case in point is evident in a recent 
Boston Business Journal story that found 
professional sports teams retain tens of mil- 
lions of dollars in licensing agreements in 
exchange for the state selling their popular 
team scratch tickets to the general public 
each year. Combined, those teams raked in 
close to $20 million in pure licensing fees 
since 2006. Surely, a greater percentage of 
those funds could be used in our general 
coffers in these tough times, given all four 
professional sports team have record home 
game sell-outs every season. 

Another report by Mass Benchmarks last 
year recommended an overhaul of our en- 
tire municipal aid system, citing major dis- 
parities in closing the wide gaps between 
communities with similar and varying rates 
of wealth and demographics. That report 
found that the distribution of municipal aid 
in Massachusetts in FY 2011 revealed that 
it does not directly correspond to differ- 
ences in the municipal gap across commu- 
nities. Communities receiving similar aid 
payments often face different municipal 
gaps. For instance, one community with a 
per capita gap close to $1,200 and another 
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with a per capita gap of just over $300 both 
receive $150 in per capita aid in FY 2011. 
And communities with the same municipal 
gap also receive different amounts of mu- 
nicipal aid in FY 2011. 

Even Gov. Deval Patrick’s hometown 
of Milton took in $2.52 million in unre- 
stricted state aid in 2012, which was about 
$500,000 more than a very similar-sized 
Walpole. And don’t think new casino sites 
will be our savings grace, either. A sepa- 
rate 2008 legislative study noted that lot- 
tery sales are expected to dip from 3-8 per- 
cent once the first casino opens, and sales 
would not recover for the first five years. 
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We still don’t know how much money the 
state will glean from casinos once they 
open for business. 

Perhaps merging other forms of addi- 
tional municipal assistance with the lot- 
tery-based aid formula, as the Department 
of Revenue suggests, could be a good star- 
ing place. Massachusetts certainly needs 
a more rational, workable, and transpar- 
ent system for distributing municipal aid. 
Many communities in the state have large 
municipal gaps caused by factors beyond 
their control, and the current distribution 
of municipal aid does not closely relate to 
those gaps.

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Design study not 
best use of CPA funds 


To the editor: 


I was disappointed with the city council’s vote 
to fund a design study, in the amount of $61,750, 
to create an event center at the historic School 
Street barn. 

I agree with Councilor Robert Magovern when 
he stated that if you hire the firm to design an 
event center, then that is what they will design. 
This study is the deposit on a plan that will prob- 
ably cost around $1 million and will ruin the his- 
torical significance of this barn, which has been 
previously described as being unique. 

Better use of our CPA funds would have been 
an engineering study to determine what should be 
done to preserve the structural integrity of the barn, 
so that future generations would have a glimpse of 
Agawam’s roots as a farming community. 

I was very surprised that this study is supported 
by members of the Agawam Historical Associa- 
tion, who were very excited to acquire the Mat- 
thew Noble house, in Feeding Hills, because it 
was largely unchanged from its construction in 
the late 1700s. 

It would appear that the $3 million-plus in the 
CPA Fund is burning a hole in some people’s 
pockets.

Thank you for your response to my letter 
of March 31 in which I asked you to include 
clear information about the Senior Property 
Tax Abatement Program with the property tax 
bills. 

You advised me that procedures for applying 
for this tax exemption were described on the 
back of the real estate tax bills. As I look at my 
own tax bill, however, I do not feel this pro- 
vides sufficient information to help eligible se- 
niors be aware of and understand the program. 


The light grey fine print is difficult to read, 
and the references to the sections of the Mas- 
sachusetts General Laws applicable to abate- 
ment/exemption applications are not easily 
understood. 

I’m sure that as a strong supporter of this 
program, you would want all residents age 70 
and over who meet the income and asset guide- 
lines to be aware of their eligibility and assist 
them as needed with the application process. 

Į again urge you to include all the proper in- 
formation in an easily readable format with the 
next property tax bills, to fairly assure that all 
eligible seniors will receive this benefit. Also, 
if you would like, I would be happy to help 
with this project.

I 
have had countless conversations and meet- 
ings with people across my district that have 
shared with me their challenges of growing 
tax burdens such as federal and state income 
taxes, property taxes, excise taxes, sales tax- 
es, gas taxes as well as many others. As tax 
obligations get bigger, people are forced to 
struggle with a smaller piece of the pie to 
provide the necessities of daily life. 

The current tax codes are overly complex 
and burdensome to both business owners 
and individuals. The federal tax code is ap- 
proximately 70,000 pages long and favors 
no one. The parameters of our tax code make 
it increasingly difficult for many residents to 
qualify for deductions that provide greatly 
needed assistance to working families. Due 
to the tax code, the rising price of goods and 
services, inflation and the slow rise of sala- 
ries, Americans have less and less dispos-

Harold’s business was Atwater Nurseries 
located at 368 South St. He put an ad for the 
nursery in the Sachem from 1936 to 1959 
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Harold C. Atwater 


and fathered four children, Patricia, Jean, 
Clayton and Harold Jr. Clayton Atwater set- 
tled on Elbert Road and had three children, 
Gary ‘67, Susan ‘70 and Barbara ‘79. Har- 
old, Jr. lived at the other end of Elbert Road 
and had children Harold II ‘68, Stephen ‘71 
and Cynthia ‘77. 

Jeffery Atwater’s brother, Ronald, settled 
on Haskell St. and had children, Sandy ‘65, 
Donna ‘69, Marcia ‘75 and Bruce ‘78. If Jef- 
fery had stayed in Agawam, there would be 
six more Atwaters for me to figure out. IP’ m 
already confused!

indicated the number of units assessed was 
four and the number of units should be two. 
Lots 7 and 8 are not building lots and were 
rejected by the town in 2005, they wrote on 
their application. 

Their second redetermination request, for 
the $14,045 assessment, indicated the num- 
ber of units assessed was six and that the 
number should be five. According to their 
application, lot 2 is not a building lot, also 
rejected by the town in 2005. 

But Rossi told the council that the admin- 
istrative subcommittee determined that the 
Czerpaks’ assessment was made correctly. 

Although Czerpaks subdivided the prop- 
erty years ago, there was nothing approved 
or recorded in terms of subdivision, so the 
parcels would have to be considered raw, 
undeveloped land, Rossi said. According 
to zoning laws, the Czerpaks had enough 
frontage to justify their assessments. 

The council voted down both redetermi- 
nation requests with 10 against and one ab- 
stention. 

The council also voted down an abate- 
ment request submitted by Luigi Chiarella 
for property located at 371 South Westfield 
St. 

According to Rossi, Chiarella was as- 
sessed two units on his property. Because 
there are two businesses located there, his 
request to reduce the assessment to one unit 
was denied. 

One abatement request was granted, how- 
ever, by a unanimous vote of the council. 

Paul G., Karl J. and Linda Schmaelzle 
were assessed $7,023 for property located 
at 336 South Westfield St., but the property 
now belongs to MassHighway.

“The occupant no longer owns the prop- 
erty in question,’ Rossi told the council. “It 
was taken by the Commonwealth for the 
Route 57 project.” 

Five more sewer abatement requests re- 
main on the city council table and will be 
taken up at its April 17 meeting. Abatement 
applicants include Ralph DePalma, for prop- 
erty located at 683 Westfield St.; DePalma 
and Guiseppe Tirone, for property located 
at 497 South Westfield St.; Thomas S. and 
Paul J. Napolitan for two parcels located on 
South Westfield Street; and St. Anne’s for 
property located on South Westfield Street. 

DePalma has been assessed nearly $1 mil- 
lion on land he owns on South Westfield and 
Westfield streets for a total of 181 units. 

According to Rossi, the council needs 
more information about whether or not the 
undeveloped parcels of land — which are in 
A-3 zoning — should have agricultural ex- 
emptions. 

The sewer betterment assessments will 
cover the $1.7 million project cost for the 
first phase of the Southwest Sewer Project, 
which saw the installation of sewer lines 
along Route 57. The assessments can be paid 
off over as long as 20 years, Rossi said. 

Because the information that was used to 
determine the assessments originally was 
not up to date, some of the assessments fell 
through the cracks, he explained. 

“Our job as a subcommittee was to make 
sure these assessments are accurate so that 
the proper determination can be made,” said 
Rossi. “Each property is unique ... I want 
to make sure everybody is on a level play- 
ing field.”

knocked me out,” Davis said of hearing Nor- 
man Prince. “A whole new world opened up 
for me.” 

He became a member of Norman Prince 
and through them, met Scotty Chappell, who 
became not only a mentor, but a friend. 

“He changed my life,” Davis said. 

The bugle corps went on to win five VFW 
titles and was named “Corps of the Decade” 
for the 1950s by the World 
Drum Corps Hall of Fame. 

“It helped a great deal be- 
ing involved with a cham- 
pion corps,” he said. “That 
opened the door to rather 
extensive judging.” 

Davis also served as head 
instructor of the Winchester-Woburn CYO 
“Queensmen,” and directed the marching 
band and the ROTC band while working as 
a graduate assistant at Boston University. 

He met his future wife, Ruth, at a Dream 
Contest in New Jersey before he took a posi- 
tion as band director for junior high school 
and high school in Bennington, Vt., and spent 
summers as a member of the All-American 
Judges Association, judging state and region- 
al contests throughout New England. 

He and Ruth (who will celebrate their 
60th wedding anniversary this December), 
moved to Agawam in 1955. Here, he spent 
35 years with a band that he said “was really 
a drum corps in disguise.” In 1962, the band 
represented Massachusetts at the World 
Premier of the movie, “The Music Man” in 
Iowa. 

One band from every state was chosen for 
the event, and Agawam represented Massa- 
chusetts, Davis said, adding, band parents 
raised a total of $11,000 to send 100 kids 
to the event. 

While in Agawam, Davis instructed the 
Springfield Marksmen, the Berkshire Ma- 
rauders, the Torrington Vagabonds and the 
Springfield Targets, but was interrupted by 
judging assignments on many national level 
contests.

In 1986, Davis was elected to the World 
Drum Corps Hall of Fame and served as 
banquet and program manager for 20 years. 
He retired from Agawam Public Schools in 
1990 and, upon retirement, was named the 
Massachusetts State Distinguished Music 
Educator of the Year and the Agawam High 
School Band Room was dedicated in his 
name. 

He rejoined the Springfield Marksmen 
Alumni, which was just forming at the time, 
and was part of the horn line 
for 20 years, filling in for ar- 
rangements and instruction 
when necessary. 

As a volunteer at Agawam 
Senior Center, he started an 
instrumental combo and cho- 
rus and set up a music library 
from his personal collections in the new 
building located on Main Street. 

He will be inducted into the Buglers Hall 
of Fame during a ceremony in Bridgeport, 
Conn., Saturday, April 21. 

“It’s been one good thing after another,” 
Davis said recently. “It’s been a charmed 
life.” 

The Music Room at the Agawam Senior 
is open to the public and Davis encourages 
anyone who has an interest in music to stop 
by.

Nursery school students learn to help environment

AGAWAM -— With each milk jug four- 
year-old Mia Beaudry tosses into the recy- 
cling truck, Perry Lane Nursery School Di- 
rector Annie Christofori hopes it translates 
into a good habit of recycling at home. 

On April 4, the preschool class received a 
visit from Allied Waste Services’ recycling 
truck. Students at the school took milk jugs 
from a previous project they worked on and 
tossed them one by one into the truck, and 
Christofori took advantage of the teachable 
moment to encourage the children to recycle 
at home. 

“The children really got to see what the 
truck does and then connect it to home,” said 
Christofori. “[They] see the trucks drive by 
their houses all the time.” 

But the up-close, hands-on experience 
with the recycling truck is what Christofori 
hopes will solidify the lesson. 

Solid Waste and Stormwater Coordinator 
Tracy DeMaio arranged for the visit from 
Allied Waste Services, and said the town 
wants to participate in any function that will 
encourage recycling and proper waste man- 
agement. 

“This is a great age for the kids to get in- 
volved with recycling,” said DeMaio. “We 
want to take the time to show the kids how 
we get the job done.” 

When the truck arrived, children in the 4- 
5 year old preschool group gathered around 
to learn about how it functions. DeMaio’s 
cousin, Anthony DeMaio, was pleased to be 
the truck operator who assisted the children 
in their recycling experience. 

“Its really exciting to see the kids want to 
take part in this and taking pride in putting 
the milk jugs in the truck,” said Anthony.

He said he included the stop at Perry Lane 
on his regular route and was happy to edu- 
cate the young children on basic recycling. 

Children lined up to one-by-one to throw 
the more than 300 gallon milk jugs that were 
used to create an igloo three months ago for 
the dramatic play section of their classroom 
into the truck. The end result of recycling 
the milk jugs brought the process full circle, 
Christofori said. 

“They get to see something go from the 
beginning of the process all the way to the 
end,” she said. “The children see what can 
be done and how these same things can be 
reused for another purpose. Now, they feel 
invested in the entire process.” 

While meeting with Anthony DeMaio, 
the students yelled out items such as flower 
pots, fleece jackets, and carpets as things 
that can be made from recycled products. 

“We hope the children will relate this in- 
formation on to their parents and they will 
also want to participate in the recycling pro- 
cess,’ said Tracy DeMaio. 

The igloo was built in January by Christo- 
fori and her staff to teach the children about 
igloos and families living in Alaska. Milk 
jugs were collected by the students’ families 
and some were donated by Hood. The ig- 
loo project has been done for the past three 
years, with the students recycling the jugs in 
the spring each year. 

Tracy DeMaio said the town of Agawam 
has a contract with Allied Waste Services. 
The company picks up trash and recycling 
every other week and barrels and recycling 
bins are provided at no charge by the town. 
A distribution of recycling bins was done 
about five years ago, she said. Residents 
can also come exchange their bins if they 
break.

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Ege hunt goes off without a hitch

AGAWAM - Friends and family gath- 
ered April 7 to watch as local children 
raced around to collect 8,000 eggs as fast 
as possible in the town’s annual Easter Egg 
Hunt. 

Around 300 kids were in attendance at 
School Street Park to hunt for Easter eggs, 
have their pictures taken with Six Flags 
characters and enjoy popcorn and bever- 
ages provided by event volunteers. 

According to parks and recreation direc- 
tor Chris Sparks, the Agawam Senior Cen- 
ter also donated 200 homemade cookies. 

The actual egg hunt began at 1 p.m., 
with the hunt being divided into three age 
groups; 4 and under, 5 to 7 and 8 and up. 
The size of the area in which the eggs were 
laid was based upon the age group. 

Even though there were 8,000 eggs, they 
were collected in a matter of minutes. 

“By the time we say go, it’s over in a 
couple of minutes,’ said Sparks. “It’s 
amazing to see 8,000 eggs picked up so 
quickly.” 

Event participants said the most exciting 
part of the hunt was searching for the gold 
coins hiding in some of the eggs. If the 
kids were lucky enough to find one of the 
few golden coins, they would walk away 
with a special Easter basket provided by 
the event sponsors. 

While the kids looked forward to seeing 
if they had collected a golden coin, they 
also looked forward to opening the candy 
they had collected inside the eggs. Most of 
the kids were excitedly opening the eggs 
and tossing them aside once they had re- 


trieved the candy from inside. 

The weather could not have been more 
perfect for the event, with temperatures in 
the low 60s and sunny skies. 

“Its definitely warmer than last year,’ 
said Agawam resident Susan Kratovil, 
who brought her grandson. 

“The kids had a good time before, so 
that’s why we are here,” said Agawam resi- 
dent Chris Sassarone, who was attending 
the hunt with both her granddaughter and 
daughter. 

The annual Easter Egg Hunt is usually 
a huge event for the town but is limited to 
the number of people that can register for 
the event due to parking restrictions. The 
first 150 families that register were the 
lucky ones able to participate in this year’s 
festivities. 

For the families that could not partici- 
pate in the day’s events, there were other 
egg hunts going on in Agawam. According 
to Sparks, he was hoping this would allow 
children the opportunity to participate in 
egg hunts who could not register for the 
town of Agawam hunt. 

This year’s event was postponed from 
its original date and held on the rain date 
the day before Easter, said Sparks. 

“The only people who might be affected 
by this are the people who travel out of 
town to celebrate the holiday,’ he said. 

The town’s annual Easter egg hunt is 
sponsored by the Agawam Parks and Rec- 
reation Department, the Agawam Lions 
Club, and the Agawam Rotary Club who 
work together to organize it, provide the 
8,000 eggs, candy, and volunteers who 
staff the event.
